US Senate to grill Geithner, 
Bernanke on rate-rigging 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
lawmakers said yesterday they 
will question Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Timothy Geithner and 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke about a bank 
rate-rigging scandal that has 
engulfed the global financial 
sector. 

Members of the powerful 
US Senate Banking Commit¬ 
tee said the top two US eco¬ 
nomic policymakers should 
brace for questions about the 
manipulation of the Libor in¬

terbank lending rate. 

The scandal, which ignited 
with British bank Barclays’s 
being fined for trying to rig the 
rate, has called into question a 
key plank of the global bank¬ 
ing system. 

The Libor rate is used as a 
reference point for a range of 
consumer interest rates across 
the world, from US credit 
cards to European mortgages.

Mexico's ruling party to demand 
vote buying probe 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Pre¬ 
sident Felipe Calderon’s con¬ 
servative National Action 
Party (PAN) will formally re¬ 
quest that electoral officials 
probe allegations of vote buy¬ 
ing in Mexico's July 1 presi¬ 
dential election. 

Enrique Pena Nieto from 
the Institutional Revolutionary 
Party (PRI) won the ballot by 
a solid margin, but opponents 
claim he engaged in a massive 
scheme to purchase votes 
ahead of election day. 

"We recognize the official 
results published up to now," 
PAN leader Gustavo Madero 
said late Monday, "but there is 
important evidence of severe 
inequality and of grave 
faults." 

Madero, who spoke after a 
lengthy meeting with senior 
party leaders, said there was 
evidence that the PRI broke 
campaign finance spending 
limits, used off-the-books fi¬ 


nancing, and directly bought 
votes. 

Pena Nieto, 45, won the 
election with 38 percent of the 
vote, followed by leftist An¬ 
dres Manuel Eopez Obrador 
with 31 percent and the PAN's 
Josefina Vazquez Mota with 
25 percent, according to the 
final official vote result. 

Eopez Obrador said Mon¬ 
day he was gathering evidence 
to ask vote officials to declare 
the presidential election in¬ 
valid, claiming the PRI bought 
five million ballots. Pena 
Nieto obtained 3.3 million 
more votes than Lopez 
Obrador. 

Madero however made it 
clear that the PAN will not join 
the leftist legal case, and will 
not ask for the results to be in¬ 
validated. 

Calderon on Monday said 
the alleged vote buying was 
"unacceptable" and something 
that "had to be immediately 


corrected" and punished. 

The PRI, in power for 
seven decades ending in 2000, 
rejected the accusations. Brea¬ 
king campaign spending limits 
and vote buying are punish¬ 
able by fines under the law. 

Mexico's Electoral Tribunal 
will accept challenges to the 
vote until tomorrow, and has 
until September 6 to issue a 
verdict. 

Lopez Obrador came in 
second in the 2006 presidential 
election, losing by less than 
one percentage point. He then 
led protests that virtually par¬ 
alyzed Mexico City for more 
than a month, claiming fraud. 

Tens of thousands of de¬ 
monstrators marched through 
Mexico City on Saturday pro¬ 
testing Pena Nieto's victory. 

Pena Nieto, a former state 
governor, is scheduled to take 
office in December. He will in¬ 
herit a country engaged in a 
brutal drug war and an eco¬ 
nomy struggling to create jobs.

"It is important that we under¬ 
stand how any manipulation 
may impact American con¬ 
sumers and the US financial 
system," Senate committee 
chairman Tim Johnson said in 
a statement. 

"The Banking Committee 
will hold hearings in July with 
Treasury Secretary Geithner 
and Federal Reserve Chairman 
Bernanke, and I am asking 
them to be prepared to answer 
senators' questions on this mat¬ 
ter." 

The Fed chairman is likely 
to face a particularly rough 
time from lawmakers. 

As well as being a central 
bank, the Fed is a watchdog for 
many of the banks that set the 
Libor, including Barclays. 

Questions have been raised 
about when the Fed detected 
foul play, whether it did 
enough to stop it and whether 
the issue was put on the back- 
burner because Wall Street was 
at the time in the throes of the 
2007-2008 financial crisis. 

The New York Federal Re¬ 
serve has said that it "received 


from Barclays of problems 
with Libor," in late 2007, in the 
context of "thousands of calls 
and e-mails" from market par¬ 
ticipants. 

In spring 2008 the Fed said 
it "made further inquiry of Bar¬ 
clays as to how Libor submis¬ 
sions were being conducted. 
We subsequently shared analy¬ 
sis and suggestions for reform 
of Libor with the relevant au¬ 
thorities in the UK." 

According to David Kotok, 
chairman of Cumberland Ad¬ 
visors, the scandal raises ques¬ 
tions about whether Fed 
surveillance was good enough 
and what it will do now. 

Kotok suggested guilty 
banks could lose their prime- 
dealer status, a much-coveted 
and lucrative status bestowed 
by the New York Fed, which 
allows banks to buy US bonds 
directly from the government. 

"We wonder what message 
would be sent if the NY Fed 
now took Barclays out of the 
primary dealer lineup for a 
penalty period. And we wonder 
what the market will think if the 


occasional anecdotal reports NY Fed does nothing," he said. 


Mladic threatened to kill civilians, 
UN court told 


A Bosnian Muslim man is seen 
cries near coffins prepared for a 
mass burial at the Memorial Cen¬ 
ter in Potocari, near Srebrenica. 
The bodies of 520 recently identi¬ 
fied victims of the Srebrenica mas¬ 
sacre were buried today, July 11, 
the anniversary of the massacre 
when Bosnian Serb forces com¬ 
manded by Ratko Mladic slaugh¬ 
tered 8,000 Muslim men and boys 
and buried them in mass graves, in 
Europe’s worst massacre since 
World War Two. Bosnian Serb ex¬ 
army chief Ratko Mladic was "like 
a bully" who several times at meet¬ 
ings with UN officials during 
Bosnia’s 1992-95 war threatened to 
kill civilians, a witness said Tues¬ 
day.

American 'Al-Qaeda backer 1 
pleads guilty to bomb plot 


BOSTON (AFP) - An Ameri¬ 
can Al-Qaeda supporter admit¬ 
ted plotting to bomb the 
Pentagon and the Capitol using 
explosives-laden model planes 
and will be jailed for 17 years, 
officials said yesterday. 

In an agreement reached 
last week, Rezwan Ferdaus, 
26, pleaded guilty to attempt¬ 
ing to damage and destroy the 
Washington landmarks by 
means of an explosive and at¬ 
tempting to provide material 
support to terrorists. 

US judicial authorities said 
in a statement they would dis¬ 
miss several other counts 
against Ferdaus as part of a 
plea agreement reached in a 
federal court, following a case 
in which the suspect fell victim 
to an FBI sting. 

"He has also agreed to a 
joint sentencing recommenda¬ 
tion of 17 years in prison fol¬ 
lowed by 10 years of super¬ 
vised release," a statement from 
the US Justice Department said.

Documentary finds Obama's half- 
brother in Kenya slums 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Barack Obama's slum-lling 
half-brother in Kenya says he 
needs no help from his power¬ 
ful sibling, in an election-year 
documentary that is highly 
critical of the US president. 

"I think he has a family of 
his own," said George Obama 
in a park-bench interview with 
conservative author Dinesh D'- 
Souza that is a highlight of 
"2016: Obama's America," 
which premieres this week in 
Houston, Texas. 

"I'm a member of his fam¬ 
ily, but I'm over-age, so I help 
myself," the younger Obama 
said in a four-minute clip that 
appears on the website of the 
Hollywood Reporter (www. 
hollywoodreporter.com) trade 
journal. 

D'Souza, author of the 2011 
bestseller "The Roots of Oba¬ 
ma's Rage," said he tracked 
down the US president's brother 
in Nairobi after seeing a news 
report about him living in 
squalor in the Kenyan capital. 

The film clip does not men¬ 
tion that Obama grew up in a 
well-to-do part of Nairobi, be¬ 
fore he ventured toward its 
slums, ultimately working with 
a charity he co-founded to help 
young people trapped in 
poverty. 

When D'Souza, citing the 
Bible, suggests that President 
Obama — who is up for re- 
election in November — is fail¬ 
ing in his duty as "his brother's 
keeper," George Obama re¬ 
plies: "He's got other issues to 
deal with. He's taking care of 
the world, so he's taking care 
of me." 

George Obama, appearing 
for the first time in a movie, 
goes on to say that Kenya 
might be enjoying a higher 
level of development today 
had British colonial rule — 
which ended in 1963 — lasted 
for a bit longer. 

"But it's true," he said. 
"They would have developed 


us. Instead we 
were fighting, 
fighting, fighting 
over nothing. We 
are third world, 
second world." 

Barack 
Obama Senior, 
an economist 
and academic, 
had four wives 
including an¬ 
thropologist Ann 
Dunham, the 
mother of Presi¬ 
dent Obama, and 
Jael Otieno, the 
mother of 

George Obama, 
who now lives in 
the United 
States. 

The youngest 
Obama told D'¬ 
Souza he was only six months 
old when his father died in a 
car accident. He said he had no 
memories of him, although his 
mother had told him that "he 
was really educated." 

The film clip ends on a note 
of glaring contrast, with a 
photo of George Obama at the 
door of a tiny cinder block hut 
set alongside an image of the 
American leader strolling pur¬ 
posefully across the White 
House lawn. 

D'Souza, a policy analyst in 
the Reagan administration who 
now runs a Christian college in 
New York, stirred controversy 
when he argued in his book 
that Obama's politics embody 
his father's contempt for colo¬ 


nialism. 

"There seems to be some¬ 
thing foreign, something not 
American about Obama," D'¬ 
Souza told radio talk show host 
Michael Berry, who is hosting 
Thursday's screening in Hous¬ 
ton ahead of the film's nation¬ 
wide release. 

"He has embraced a kind of 
anti-American third world ide¬ 
ology and that's anti-colonial- 
ism." 

"2016," which alludes to 
the last year of what D'Souza 
says would be a disastrous sec¬ 
ond Obama term, is produced 
by Gerald Molen, who was be¬ 
hind such Steven Spielberg 
blockbusters as "Schindler's 
List" and "Jurassic Park."

In 2008, 355,000 women 
died while giving birth or from 
illegal or dangerous abortions, 
a study published by The 
Lancet said. 

But more than 250,000 
deaths were averted that year 
because contraception reduced 
unwanted pregnancies, it said. 

The paper, led by John Cle- 
land, a professor at the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropi¬ 
cal Medicine, appears in The 
Lancet on the eve of a "Lon¬ 
don Summit on Family Plan-

ROME (AFP) - The city of 
Naples in southern Italy is bat¬ 
tling an infestation of large red 
cockroaches brought on by the 
unseasonally warm weather 
and unhygienic conditions, 
health officials said on Tues¬ 
day. 

Pest control personnel are 
spraying sewers with poison 
around the clock to try and 
hold off an invasion by the 
roaches, which can be up to 
seven centimetres long and 
thrive in heat, humidity and or¬ 
ganic decomposition. 

The infestation has reignited 
a debate about problems with 
waste disposal in Naples, a 
mafia-linked sector that has 


been beset by chronic prob¬ 
lems. 

Local health agency director 
Maurizio Scoppa said the hot 
weather and garbage being left 
out overnight for early morn¬ 
ing pick-up were major fac¬ 
tors. 

Some health experts have 
warned of a heightened risk of 
typhoid and hepatitis A. but a 
sRed cockroaches of the same 
type as the ones in Naples — 
also known in Italian as "cock¬ 
roach of the ships" — are com¬ 
mon in tropical climates 
around the world and are 
spread to port cities by global 
shipping.

Pope to sue German magazine over 
'Vatileaks' cover 


German arrested for 
stealing iguanas from 
Galapagos 



BERLIN (AFP) - A German 
magazine said Tuesday that 
Pope Benedict XVI was 
preparing to sue it for publish¬ 
ing a cover satirising the 
"Vatileaks" leaked-documents 
scandal that has rocked the 
Vatican. 

Titanic magazine’s July edi¬ 
tion featured a picture of the 
German-born pontiff with a 
yellow stain on his white cas¬ 
sock and the headline: ’’The 


leak has been found." 

Titanic then published on its 
home page a copy of a letter 
sent by Archbishop Angelo 
Becciu to a German lawyer in 
Benedict's name asking him to 
take "the necessary legal steps 
against this publication." 

"The Holy Father tasks you 
to institute proceedings against 
this violation of his personal 
rights," the letter added. 

The magazine's editor Leo 


Fischer said in a statement: 
"Benedict must have misun¬ 
derstood us." 

He said the cover showed a 
pope who had accidentally 
spilled a soft drink over his 
cassock in his exuberance. 

A spokeswoman for a re¬ 
gional court in the northern 
city of Hamburg said authori¬ 
ties had already banned the 
magazine from further publi¬ 
cation of the image although it 
does not have to recall editions 
already issued. 

The "Vatileaks" scandal has 
seen whistleblowers copying 
and leaking private documents 
straight from Benedict's desk, 
causing deep embarrassment 
to the Vatican. 

The leaked documents shed 
light on many Vatican secrets, 
including the Church's tax 
problems, paedophile priest 
scandals and negotiations with 
hardline traditionalist rebels.

(AFP)- A German tourist has 
been arrested for allegedly try¬ 
ing to smuggle four endan¬ 
gered iguanas out of the 
Galapagos Islands, according 
to the national park. 

The Galapagos National 
Park said its security guards 
had intercepted the man on 
Monday at the airport on the 
archipelago after he was seen 
carrying a suspicious package, 
which was found to contain 
four lizards wrapped in can¬ 
vas. 

The reptiles appear to be 
Galapagos Land Iguanas 
(conolophus subcristatus), an 
endangered species. The yel¬ 
lowish lizards can grow to be 
over a meter (three feet) long, 
with males weighing up to 13 
kilograms (30 pounds). 

The iguanas have been seen 
to raise themselves off the 
ground to allow finches to eat 
ticks off their bellies — the 
same Galapagos finches that 


inspired Charles Darwin when 
he visited the islands in the 
19th century. 

In 1976 wild dogs wiped 
out a colony of around 500 of 
the iguanas on the island of 
Santa Cruz. The national park 
rescued around 60 survivors 
and launched a captive breed¬ 
ing program to try to revive the 
species. 

The Galapagos Islands, sit¬ 
uated about 1,000 kilometers 
(620 miles) off Ecuador's 
coast, gained fame when Dar¬ 
win visited in 1835 to conduct 
research that led to his revolu¬ 
tionary theories on evolution. 

The archipelago has been a 
UNESCO World Heritage Site 
since 1978 for the rich plant 
and animal life found both on 
land and in the surrounding 
sea. 

The man arrested on Mon¬ 
day faces a prison sentence of 
up to three years if convicted 
of the charges.

EU rescue fund raises 
money cheaply despite 
market tension

FRANKFURT (AFP) - The 
EU's bailout fund said yester¬ 
day it had successfully raised 
6.0 billion euros ($7.3 billion) 
at lower rates than its previous 
such operation, shrugging off 
turbulence on the bond mar¬ 
kets. 

Demand for the five-year 
debt was high, with close to 
8.0 billion euros' worth of bids 
received, said the Luxem¬ 
bourg-based European Finan¬ 
cial Stability Facility (EFSF). 

The yield, or rate of return 
to investors, on the paper was 
1.652 percent. In May, the 
yield at a similar auction was 
1.83 percent, suggesting in¬ 
vestors are flocking to the 
fund, which is backed by Eu¬ 
ropean powerhouse Germany. 

While the bond markets are 
raising pressure on the likes of 
Spain and Italy, pushing their 
borrowing costs sky-high, the 
bailout fund has continued to 


attract solid demand. 

Christophe Frankel, deputy 
head of the fund, said in a 
statement that the placement 
"demonstrates investor confi¬ 
dence in the EFSF name, irre¬ 
spective of the volatile market 
environment." 

Three debt-wracked euro¬ 
zone countries have had re¬ 
course to EFSF funds: Greece, 
Portugal and Ireland. 

The EFSF, which was es¬ 
tablished with a total lending 
capacity of 440 billion euros, 
is due to be replaced eventu¬ 
ally by a permanent rescue 
fund called the European Sta¬ 
bility Mechanism, with 500 
billion euros of firepower. 

The ESM was due to come 
into force on July 1, but it has 
suffered delays, notably due to 
legal challenges in Germany 
that were being heard yester¬ 
day.

ROME (AFP) - The IMF yes¬ 
terday warned that Italy's eco¬ 
nomy remained "vulnerable" 
to the euro debt crisis and 
could have a knock-on effect 
globally despite "strong ef¬ 
forts" being made by Prime 


Minister Mario Monti. 

The International Monetary 
Fund said it expected a reco¬ 
very to "take hold" only at the 
start of next year with a rise in 
exports but said growth rates 
would continue to lag behind 


the rest of the eurozone with¬ 
out major reforms. 

It also said that Italian 
banks were broadly stable but 
still heavily reliant on liquidity 
from the European Central 
Bank and that lenders were be¬ 
coming too exposed to sove¬ 
reign risk and rising loan rates. 

While the IMF kept its eco¬ 
nomic growth forecasts at 
minus 1.9 percent for this year 
and minus 0.3 percent in 2013, 
it said Italy's debt would rise to 
125.8 percent of gross domestic 
product this year and that the 
deficit would decline only to 
2.6 percent. But the Fund also 
said that Italy's primary surplus 
would rise to more than 4.0 per¬ 
cent of GDP by 2014 — the 
highest level in the eurozone. 

The report stressed the im¬ 
portance of keeping up the re¬ 
form momentum with con¬ 
tinued public support for 
Monti, whose popularity rat¬ 
ings have dipped but remain 
relatively high as budget cuts 
have taken holds. 



US regulators sue Peregrine 
Financial for fraud 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - US 
regulators sued Peregrine Fi¬ 
nancial Group and its owner 
yesterday, alleging fraud and 
misappropriation of customer 
funds that has left a shortfall of 
$200 million in deposits. 

The US Commodity Fu¬ 
tures Trading Commission 
(CFTC) said it filed a com¬ 
plaint in an Illinois federal 
court against Peregrine (PFG) 
and chief executive Russell 
Wasendorf, the company's sole 
owner. 

The CFTC alleged that PFG 
and Wasendorf — who it said 
tried to commit suicide at 
PFG's Iowa office on Monday 
and is thought to be in a coma 
— "failed to maintain adequate 
customer funds in segregated 
accounts." 

The CFTC alleged that PFG 
and Wasendorf used customer 
funds for purposes other than 
those intended by its cus¬ 


tomers, and said the where¬ 
abouts of those funds was cur¬ 
rently unknown. 

The regulator said PFG 
overstated its deposits and the 
shortfall currently, and has pre¬ 
viously, exceeded $200 mil- 
lion.They also were accused of 
filing false reports with the 
CFTC, an independent federal 
regulatory agency.

BOGOTA (AFP) - The head of 


a foundation created by 
Colombian Nobel literature 
laureate Gabriel Garcia Mar¬ 
quez on Monday refuted 
claims from the author’s 
brother that he is suffering 
from dementia. 

”1 will not argue or com¬ 
ment on interpretations of 
Gabo's private affairs and 
health, but I assert there is no 
medical diagnosis of senile de¬ 
mentia," the director of the 
New Journalism Foundation, 
Jaime Abello, wrote on Twit¬ 
ter. 

"Please, enough messages 
of solidarity: Gabo is not in¬ 
sane. He's just an elderly per¬ 
son who has lost a bit of 
memory. I still have the pleas¬ 
ure of being his friend," he 


added. 

The New Journalism Foun¬ 
dation was founded in 1994 in 
the Colombian resort city of 
Cartagena. 

The 85-year-old author's 
brother Jaime Garcia Mar¬ 
quez told Mexican newspaper 
El Universal in an interview 
published online last week 
that the 1982 Nobel winner is 
suffering from "senile demen¬ 
tia." 

"What he has are some 
memory issues; in our family, 
we all end up with senile de¬ 
mentia. I am starting to get 
some of the onset complica¬ 
tions and he already is in the 
throes of it," said Jaime Garcia 
Marquez. 

Weakened by cancer, 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez did 
not resume writing after his 
latest novel, "Memories of My 
Melancholy Whores," in 2004. 

This year marks the 30th an¬ 
niversary since Garcia Mar¬ 
quez received the Nobel Prize 
for Literature. 

"One Hundred Years of 
Solitude", his tale of a troubled 
family living in the imaginary 
village of Macondo in the 19th 
and 20th centuries, has been 
translated into 35 languages. 
The book has sold 30 million 
copies worldwide.

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Swe¬ 
den will host the 2013 Eurovi¬ 
sion Song Contest in the 
southern city of Malmoe, the 
competition's executive pro¬ 
ducer said Monday. 

Malmoe is Sweden's third- 
largest city and the contest will 
be held from May 14-18 in the 
15,000-capacity Malmoe 

Arena, said Martin Osterdahl, 
the event's top producer for

SVT. 

Sweden "has very big ambi¬ 
tions" and wants to make the 
kitsch contest "more dynamic 
and richer in emotion", he said.

Malmoe also hosted the 
event in 1992 and other 
Swedish host cities include 
Stockholm and Gothenburg. 


Vatican excommunicates 'illicit' Chinese 
bishop 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - The 
Vatican on Tuesday said it was 
excommunicating a Chinese 
bishop ordained last week by 
state-sanctioned Church au¬ 
thorities in northeast China 
without Pope Benedict XVI's 
consent. 

"The Reverend Joseph Yue 
Fusheng, ordained without 
pontifical mandate and hence 
illicitly, has automatically in¬ 
curred the sanctions laid down 
by canon 1382 of the Code of 
Canon Law," the Vatican said 
in a statement. 

Under religious law, both 
the bishop ordained and the 
bishop celebrating the cere¬ 
mony without papal consent 
are excommunicated, meaning 
that they can no longer receive 
the Eucharist or take an active 
part in the liturgy. 

"Consequently the Holy See 
does not recognise him as 
bishop of the Apostolic Ad¬ 


ministration of Harbin, and he 
lacks the authority to govern 
the priests and the Catholic 
community in the Province of 
Heilongjiang," it added. 

The ordination took place 
last Friday despite repeated 
Vatican warnings. 

"All Catholics in China — 
pastors, priests, consecrated 
persons and lay faithful — are 
called to defend and safeguard 
that which pertains to the doc¬ 


trine and tradition of the 
Church," the Vatican said. 

The Vatican said China 
should "not encourage gestures 
contrary" to dialogue. 

Chinese Catholics number 
around 5.7 million according 
to official statistics and 12 mil¬ 
lion according to independent 
sources. They are divided be¬ 
tween the official Church and 
an underground one loyal to 
the pope.

time trial, but there are still 
quite a few stages where I can 
claw back some time," said the 
former Tour of Spain and Giro 
d'ltalia winner who rides for 
Katusha.

DUBAI (AFP) - Argentinian 
football legend Diego 
Maradona was sacked as 
coach of United Arab Emi¬ 
rates side Al Wasl just 
over a year after he was 
appointed to the job, the 
club announced.

Olympic teammate bemoans 
Phelps work ethic 



LOS ANGELES(AFP) - Tyler 
Clary has called out US 
Olympic swim teammate 
Michael Phelps for a poor work 
ethic, saying the 14-time 
Olympic champion could have 
done more had he worked hard. 

Clary made his comments to 
the Press-Enterprise newspaper 
in his hometown of Riverside, 
California, about observations 
he made of Phelps for a year at 
the University of Michigan 
four years ago. 

"I saw a real lack of prepa¬ 
ration (from) him," Clary said. 
"Basically he was a swimmer 
that didn't want to be there. 
They can talk about all of these 
goals and plans and prepara¬ 
tion they have. I saw it. I know. 
It's different. And I saw some¬ 
body that has basically been 
asking to get beat for the 
longest time." 


Clary might have seen 
Phelps at the toughest time, 
however, just after his record 
eight-gold haul from the Bei¬ 
jing Olympics when he 
gained weight and was not 
motivated. 

"The fact that I know I 
work harder than he does 
makes me appreciate every 
little goal and every little gain 
that I make," Clary said. 

"And the day that it hap¬ 
pens, when I finally beat him, 
is going to be a huge deal in 
my mind, because it would be 
complete satisfaction. And the 
only thing that would be better 
than that is breaking the world 
record." 

Clary lost out on an 
Olympic spot in the 400-me- 
tres individual medley to 
Phelps and Ryan Lochte but 
was second to Phelps in the 
200 butterfly and second again 
in the 200 backstroke to qual¬ 
ify for London in both of those 
events. 

"The fact that he doesn't 
have to work as hard to get that 
done, it's a real shame," Clary 
said of Phelps. "It's too bad. 
You see that all too often, 
where you get athletes that are 
incredibly talented that really 
take it for granted.

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Olympics: Liu leaps hurdles in 
pursuit of redemption 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - Chinese 
hurdler Liu Xiang endured in¬ 
jury agony at the Beijing 
Olympics and bitter injustice 
at last year's world champi¬ 
onships, but now he looks on 
the verge of redemption in 
London. 

It's been a long road back 
for the unassuming "Flying 
Man", 28, who won 110m hur¬ 
dles gold at Athens 2004 but 
was struck down by an 
Achilles injury in Beijing, a 
bleak moment in an otherwise 
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glittering Olympics for the 
hosts. 

Liu's withdrawal in severe 
pain, without even clearing a 
hurdle in his first heat, caused 
such profound shock that fans 
flooded out of the Bird's Nest 
stadium and a Chinese TV pre¬ 
senter wept as he announced 
the news. 

It was the start of the long 
spell in the doldrums for Liu, 
who had claimed China's first 
ever sprint gold in a world 
record-equalling 12.91 sec in 
Athens, and lowered the mark 
to 12.88 two years later in 
Lausanne. 

American surgeons re¬ 
moved calcium deposits from 
his right Achilles tendon in 
December 2008, but it was 
more than a year after Beijing 
before he returned to the track 
in his home city of Shanghai. 

But Liu remained troubled 
by the injury and he took an¬ 
other six months off in 2010 
before returning to form with 
Asian Games gold that No¬ 
vember, clocking 13.09 in 
front of a huge crowd in 
China's Guangzhou. 

The breakthrough came in 


May last year when Liu, 
with a new starting tech¬ 
nique of taking seven 
strides rather than eight 
to the first hurdle, glided 
over the barriers to 
shock in-form American 
David Oliver in Shang¬ 
hai. 

It set up a mouth-wa¬ 
tering world champi¬ 
onships final two 
months later in Daegu, 
South Korea, featuring 
Liu, Oliver and reigning 
Olympic champion 
Dayron Robles, the 
world record-holder from 
Cuba. 

Liu was accelerating 
smoothly over the last third 
and looked set to overhaul 
Robles, leading in the next 
lane, at the line. 

But the Cuban reached 
across and grabbed Liu's arm 
once before the last hurdle and 
once again after, checking his 
momentum as the Chinese 
runner finished third. 

Robles was later disquali¬ 
fied, handing the title to Amer¬ 
ica's Jason Richardson, while 
Liu was awarded silver. Al¬ 
though there was outrage in 
China, Liu took the incident 
calmly. 

Revenge could be on the 
menu this year. In the current 
season, Liu has beaten Robles 
over 60 metres in Birmingham 
and he came second to Aries 
Merritt in the world indoor 
championships in March. 

In London, he can cap a mo¬ 
mentous comeback by claim¬ 
ing a second Olympic gold 
medal, along with retribution 
over Robles — and, if the stars 
align, erase the Cuban's 12.87 
from the record books.
